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Dr. Fred C. Wilson 
Gives Lecture Here 
On U. S. Presidents 

Speaker Discusses 
' 31 Personalities 

Speaking on "Personalities of the 
Presidents," Dr. Fred C. Wilson 
gave an informal lecture here Friday 
evening, January 5. Dr. Wilson, a 
native of Tennessee, is well known 
as a lecturer and author. His facts 
were of the nature not found in 
books, as they were derived from his 
owa experiences. As a hobby, Dr. 
Wilson began visiting the birthplaces 
and tombs of the Presidents of the 
United States, and soon learned, 
through descendants, town folk and 
legend, many interesting facts about 
these rhen. 

Dr. (Wilson discussed each of the 
tfo'rttf-iSne Presidents in order of the 
states fjpm which they came. Of the 
thirty-one, twenty-six were born 
within ^x states, and the other five 
f in five different states. Virginia led 
the list with eight Presidents, from 
Washington to Wilson. Nearly all 
Qbittls^ seven Javorite sous, had a 
sorrowful or unsuccessful note in 
their careers. 

The lecture was composed of tiny 
profiles of each of the men and a 
few inside facts: "Van Buren would 
never have been President if he had,, 
been married"; "there are five acci- 
dental presidents"; "Tyler had four- 
teen children, one of whom I have 
met." The roster of our Presidents 
includes: "a dark horse," "a jani-

Speaker Tells 
Of Social Work 

Miss Margaret Stokes, speaking in 
chapel Monday, January 8, suggested 
thatNhe students can help put social 
work out of business. Miss Stokes, a 
social worker in Nashville, graduated 
from Vanderbilt University and re- 
ceived a graduate degree from the 
University of Chicago. She spoke on 
"Social Work as a Profession." 

The first reason for my speaking 
to you/Ysaid Miss Stokes, "is that I 
think yoU can be an element in put- 
ting social workers out of business. 
If every person jjx>uld have a good 
home," Miss Stokes continued, "with 
good pareRtg/socfyl workers wouldn't 
be necessary. Most of the cases we 
handle are from insecure homes." 

"My second reason," Miss Stokes 
continued, "is that all of you are 
from the privileged classes; that is, 
you are attending college and nearly 
all social worker cases have not even 
finished high school. It is up to the 
. privileged classes," Miss Stokes add- 
ed, "to see who is running the schools, 
institutions and welfare agencies, and 
to see how they are being run." 

Miss Stokes brought out the point 
that she hoped all of the girls pres- 
ent who were interested, would go 
into this profession. Enlarging on 
this point, Miss Stokes explained that 
social work is divided into group and 
case work. "Group work includes 
Boy and Girl Scout troops, and all 
other large organizations of this type. 
Many girls like to go into psychiatric 
case work in hospitals, or public agen- 
cy work which is supported by tax 
money. 

"Case working," she concluded, "is 
helping people with a problem they 
can't handle themselves, and helping 
them solve it to the best of tha'r 
capacity."

"Genius is about two per cent in- 
spiration and ninety-eight per cent 
perspiration." How familiar. Now 
let's see, who said that? One of the 
greatest men of all time, Thomas 
Edison. The reason for our dis- 
cussion on the famous Edison at this 
point is that his birthday is in this 
month with the other outstanding 
men of history.

Not only were his inventions revo- 
lutionary and advanced our civiliza- 
tion many years, but Edison is worthy 
of study for his qualities as a man.

Besides the electric light, the mo- 
perfected the telegraph so that six 
messages could be sent bt one time, 
In 1930 he patented a\ process for 
extracting rubber from \goldenrod. 
The process is not used todaX because 
it js too expensive. \ 

The last few years of his life Edi- 
son began to lose his hearing, but 
he didn't have it cured because he 
felt that the affliction aided his con- 



centration. Edison's life is of great 
value to us, not only for his con- 
tributions to science, but for the ex- 
ample he has set for us in our work. 
Although we may not have his orij 
inal genius, it is most surprising how 
much good hard concentrated work 
will do. Let us celebrate Thomas 
Edison's birthday this year by trying.

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G. I. Rights BiD Aids 
Women Veterans 

New Brunswick, N. J.— (ACP) — 
Educational opportunities for women 
war veterans are offered at New Jer- 
sey College for Women in a special 
program mapped by the College and 
ma*de available by the "G. I. Bill of 
Rights." 

Besides courses designed to round 
out a liberal education or to improve 
a professional skill, leading to a 
bachelor degree, N. J. C. has pre- 
pared several one-year programs for 
returning women veterans (WAVES, 
WACS, Nurses, SPARS, Marines, 
etc.) who wish to take advantage 
only of the one year of education 
made possible for them, at public ex- 
pense, under the Servicemen's Read- 
justment Act. 

For students who wish to begin 
their college work immediately upon 
their discharge from the women's 
branches of the armed services with- 
out waiting for the opening of the 
next regular term, special arrange- 
ments will be made so that their 
transition to college may be as smooth 
as possible. 

Because many of the usual regula- 
tions and conditions of admission to 
college designed for 17-year-old high 
school graduates will not apply to 
veterans, each applicant will be con- 
sidered in the light of her individual 
qualifications. To meet the situation 
a few simple conditions of admission 
have been set up : ( 1 ) the applicant 
must have a serious purpose; (2) the 
program she desires must be feasible, 
(3) she must be capable of doing 
college work. Full consideration will 
be given to any educational experience 
she may have had in the service, espe- 
cially when this is validated by tests 
given by the U. S. Armed Forces 
Institute.

To Chemistry Club 
Meeting Thursday 

Demonstration Of 
Miniature Volcano 

A miniature volcano was demon- 
strated at the open meeting of the 
College ' Chemistry club, which met 
Tuesday evening, February 12, in 
th analitics lab, by Annella^ Creech 
and Margene Young. 

President Connie Martin opened 
the meeting, and Virginia Brega read 
the minutes of the last meeting in the 
absence of the secretary, Katha 
Knode. 

Mrs. Frances Dakin and Mrs. 
Florence Mathias, chemistry instruc- 
tors, gave talks 'on meetings of the 
American Chemical Society and 
Cosmetics, respectively. 

"Fertilizers," Mrs. Dakin> began, 
"was the topic of the meeting I at- 
tended. Justus Von Leibig, in 1840, 
was the first person to Rrove the value 
of the addition of chemicals to the 
soil. "The TV A," she continued, 
"is developing a process to replace 
the one currently used, which was in- 
vented by Sir John Law, and changes 
insoluble phosphates into soluble ones* 
which can be absorbed by the plant." 

"My hobby is making cosmetics," 
began Mrs. Mathias, who told the 
girls the chemical compounds of such 
preparations as body and face powder, 
creams, rouge, astringents and bath 
salts. "If you find something irri- 
tates your skin," she advised, "change 
to some other brand, because all of 
them have very different things in 
them."

"Everyone played the virginels in 
Tudor days," stated Miss Marion K. 
Snowden British musician and lec- 
turer in her second lecture to the 
Ward-Belmont student body in 
chapel on Friday, February 26. After 
explaining her tiny instrument, which 
is an exact copy of those used during 
Queen Elizabeth's time, Miss Snow- 
den went on to say that it could be 
considered the forerunner of the mod- 
ern piano, and the tiny tinkling sound 
which is heard is caused by a taut 
string being plucked by a leather 
thong, which is motivated by the 
player's striking one of the keys of 
the eight-octave keyboard. 

Miss Snowden illustrated her talk, 
entitled "Music on the Virginels," 
by playing seven numbers which were 
written by seventeenth century com- 
posers for the instrument. She began 
by playing Byrd"s Roland, Paveatne 
and Galliard, three folk-dances, the 
last being mentioned in Burton's An- 
atomy of Melancholy.

We in America 
do not believe in the totalitarian system of gov- 
ernment. We believe so firmly in our demo- 
cratic way of life that we are giving millions of 
lives to this cause. We believe that by asking 
the American people to support an organization 
and by proving to them why they should help 
it, we will receive their whole-hearted support. 

There were no "doubting Janes" among 
Ward-Belmont students after Mr. E. B. Stahl- 
man's address in chapel February 26. Everyone 
of us knew exactly what the Red Cross was 
doing and the irreplacable part that it was play- 
ing in this war. Each x?ne saw in her mind the 
field hospitals with Red Cross nurses going from 
bed to bed relieving pain and suffering and 
homesickness.

If the future world is to' be a good one, every- 
one must take a hand in its building, and we 
must have a nation of wide-awake and thinking 
people. To prevent a future war, we must be 
able to look beyond the ends of our noses, and 
make plan for a better and more intelligent 
living.

The people of Germany^ 
know that the Russians will be much more ruth- 
less than our forces because of the damage 
which the Nazi forces have inflicted upon their 
country. However, if the Russians do reach 
Berlin first, they would gain a great deal of 
prestige. Whether this would give Russia more 
power than we would like at the peace con- 
ference, is another unanswered question. You 
have a right to your own opinion as to the answer 
to all'the questions that will arise as victory draws 
closer. The important thing is that you have an 
opinion or at least an idea which you can defend 
rationally and logically. Democracy is based on 
the ideas of the people— that's where you 
in!

S. C. Richardson Toils 
Of Bis Experiences 

"I was one of the first men to go 
from North America, starting at 
Detroit, to the tip of South America 
by car," began Sullivan C. Richard- 
son, author and lecturer, in a lecture 
last Thursday, March 22, "and 
probably wouldn't have gone if I 
had known what we were getting in 
for." t 

Speaking pf the ' excellent coop- 
eration their party received from all 
the countries, he said, "The U. S. 
Army gave us a special truck, which, 
they claimed, would go anywhere a 
mosquito would, and it often did. 

"When we reached the end of 
land at southern Chile, that govern- 
ment gave us a special boat to take 
us to Magellan Straits, the farthest 
point south, and charged us only 
eight dollars. 

"As to the Good Neighbor policy, 
we are paying far more than the 
amount of good will we receive. The 
South Americans can spot an Ameri- 
can and will always overcharge for 
goods, while one of their own coun-v 
trymen can buy the same product for 
much less. 

"I would advise two rules to fol- 
low to get along," he advised, "first,"" 
act as if you were their guest, they 
the hosts, and next, speak Spanish, 
it is very poor."

Shortly before this, on a Saturday night, an 
ex-Marine talked to another girl. He had been 
discharged from the service because of rheu- 
matic fever contracted overseas. He had found 
a good job, and was once again at home.

United States bombers based in 
Italy have knocked out Germany's 
last rail bridge over the Drava Rive 
to the eastern front. American fly- 
ers in western Europe have destroyed 
or damaged hundreds of Nazi planes 
still on the ground, which show's the 
surprisingly quick speed with which 
the Allies are advancing. 

United States troops are advancing 
on all fronts in the Philippines. Gen- 
eral MacArthur reports 10,971 
enemy dead counted in the last five 
days, with a total so far of 307,000 
Japanese dead against 30,000 United 
States casualties of all classes. From 
Guam comes the report that United 
States infantrymen and Marines of 
the new Tenth Army have driven 
three miles inland on Okinawa after 
virtually unopposed landings on the , 
island, 325 miles from' the Japanese 
homeland; two airfields have been 
taken and dozens of villages occupied 
in the first few hours alone. The 
operation was supported by 1,400 
ships, the largest amphibious force 
ever assembled in the Pacific war. 
Possibly 100,000 United States 
troops put to shore, against 60,000 
to 100,000 Japanese already on the 
island, the loss by our invaders so 
far being comparatively light.

The peace is near, and we feel lost, unprepared, 
like a powerful plane ready to land, but without 
a pilot; hanging in mid-air, with a co-pilot in 
whom we have no faith. 

There are three things we may do. First, "we 
can bail out, simply by saying, as I have heard 
said in the past few days, "We might as well 
give up. It's gone . . . every hope we had." 
Or we can rush to that new pilot with all the 
help we have, merely by exercising our power as 
citizens of a democracy, to stand up for what 
we know is right. Third, and most important, 
we can pray. One of Ward-Belmont's faculty 
members said, "What we need now is God." 
We do need God, and we need God's greatest 
gift to man: faith. Faith in God himself, and 
through that faith, faith in the men who will be 
our representatives at the peace tables. 

At the news of Mr. Roosevelt's death, some 
were so stunned that they said, "It seems funny 
that things just keep right on going as they 
always have. We eat dinner, we study, we go 
to bed and wake up the~next morning, just as we 
always have done. It/doesn't seem right." Why 
doesn't it seem right? It's the only right thing. 
Now is no time to stop. Life only stops when 
hope has gone, and though hope may have 
received quite a blow in some of our eyes, isn't 
the fact that life does continue proof enough 
that there is hope? This may sound like rational- 
ization, or even heresy, to some, but "God moves 
in strange ways his wonders to perform." May- 
be this is what the American people need: some- 
thing to jar them out of their complacency into 
the realizatjon that they, and not just one per 
son, are responsible for what happens after the 
war. We are responsible now. It's up to us. 
Thank God, we do live in a democracy. Thank 
God that when a crisis arises, we, because we 
do have the right to step in and spqak our minds, 
through our Senators and Representatives, can 
accept the responsibility. But most of all, thank 
God for Himself, for his faith. Hang on to it, 
and make it work. When the pilot is gone, it's 
up to every member of the crew to get the ship 
home.

him to impress his associates with his 
ideas, caused him to be affectionately 
regarded and highly respected by all 
with whom he came in contact," said 
the speaker. 

"Every year of his life was a 
physical fight," said Dr. Hill, when 
discussing Mr. Roosevelt's courage. 
That courage with which he over- 
came the dread poliomyelitis, enabled 
him to carry the weight of the presi- 
dency. "Therefore," continued Dr. 
Hill, "let no son or daughter of 
America lack courage." 

The deceased President's most out- 
standing traits were his vision, amaz- 
ing in that he not only could see into 
the future, but he always saw accu- 
rately; his faith in himself, in his 
fellow men, in the world and in 
God; and the fact that he was "a 
man of action." 

Dr. Hill concluded by saying that 
we are facing a new nation and must 
get used to a new President, and 
that "all will wish to cherish those 
perfectly simple American .virtues, 
which shall continue to bless all those 
who hold these qualities as worthy of 
memory." 

The memorial service, which was 
held at high noon, was opened by Dr. 
J. E. Burk's reading President Harry 
S. Truman's proclamation of a day 
of mourning. The student body sang 
"Oh, Master, Let Me Walk With 
Thee," a favorite hymn of Mr. 
Roosevelt. Monica Joy, president of 
the Day Student Council, led the re- 
sponsive reading, and was followed 
by Dr. Burk, who read the Presi- 
dent's favorite Bible verse, from Cor- 
inthians. 

The entire student body was 
dressed in white and absolute silence 
prevailed over the entire campus 
while the service was in progress.

Of Allied Victory. 

Saddened Americans 
Continue Struggle 

With the passing of the startling 
news that last week shocked not only 
the United States, but the whole 
world out of its senses momentarily, 
we find ourselves turning again to 
the great theatres of war, expecting 
any week, that by the time the paper 
comes out, the news dashed off to 
meet the deadline, might find itself 
joyously out of date! 

At first, we were all dubious as to. 
how Berlin would take the news of 
our great President's death, confident 
that they would be spurred on to 
large counterattacks. But, with the 
passing of another week, we find 
such is not the case; our American 
armies are determined more than ever 
to carry the struggle as speedily as 
possible to the enemy capital. 

United States tank columns have 
advanced so far that they have actu- 
ally struck into rear supply and com- 
munication bases of the German arm- 
ies that are facing the Russians, hav- 
ing deeply outflanked besieged Leip- 
zig both on the south and north. The 
Ninth Army has made a second cross- 
ing of the Elbe River west of Berlin, 
taking Dortmund in the Ruhr Basin. 
The ever-hastening Third Army has 
entered Bayreuth and is within less 
than eighteen miles of Czechoslo- 
vakia, while the Seventh is continu- 
ing in its thundering drive toward 
Nuernberg. The British Armies to 
the southeast of Hamburg are mak- 
ing desperate strikes toward the Elbe 
River also. The indispensable Cana- 
dian Armies are not to be stopped 
and have pushed to a point within 
ten miles of the North Sea. 
0 The Royal Air Force bombers 
have struck again at the German 
capital and its suburb of Potsdam, 
possibly to soften up defenses in 
preparation for the expected big as- 
sault by the ground forces. 

The Russians are attacking east

In the Pacific theatre, Admiral 
Nimitz reports that British carrier 
aircraft raided targets last week and 
that United States planes attacked 
the Sakishima islands, causing much 
damage and with comparatively light 
losses. The glorious Marines have 
advanced to within ten miles of the 
northern tip of Okinawa, while the 
Army troops were held to little gain, 
but beating off a counter attack. 

American forces on Luzon have 
seized two islands south of this one, 
clearing an entrance to Legaspi har- 
bor; the Yanks on northern Luzon 
proper are closing in on Baguio, after 
a 540-ton bombing raid by American 
carrier planes. 

Back in Europe, in the Italian the- 
atre of war, British troops have ad- 
vanced four miles east of Bologna, 
forcing the Sillaro River against 
strong resistance. ' The American 
Fifth Army, also in Italy, have taken 
three former Nazi strongholds to the 
south of Bologna in the face of only 
light, opposition.

But along with these, you have 
all no doubt seen the pictures of the 
horrible atrocities encountered in the 
prison camps that have been liberated 
by. the Allied armies. When these 
reports started coming through for 
the first times, everyone thought that 
it was all more or less propaganda, 
like the stories that came out of the 
last World War about the cruci- 
fixions and cutting off little children's 
hands by the Germans, stories proved 
untruef but actual witnesses testify 
to the fact that all the descriptions 
are understatements, that there are 
not words to describe the horrors. 
There are innumerable human inter- 
est stories to come out of these dis- 
coveries, but perhaps that of greatest 
interest is that the American soldiers 
liberated from these German prison 
camps will be assigned to operate the 
prisoner-of-war camps for enemy sol- 
diers here in this country, because, 
"American officers and enlisted men 
who have experienced captivity and 
detention at the hands of the enemy 
are considered to be eminently quali- 
fied for these duties." 

In Berlin proper (if the capital 
has not completely capitulated by the 
time this publication is in your hands 
it will be a wonder), German de- 
fenses are tottering, hundreds of 
Nazis every day giving up to Red 
Army troops. Three more sections 
of the city and parts of three others 
have been overrun, and the city's de- 
fenders have been hurled back into

Landing fields must be 
built for the thousands of planes that 
will be shifted from the European 
theatre. Troops must be trained in 
the special combat problems that are 
found only in the Orient. The men 
will have to be re-equipped. And 
aside from ac 
the enemy, the greatest difficulty fac 
ing our military leaders i 
ing of troops from Europe to the 
Pacific. Best estimates available are 
that it will require six months TO 
reverse the flow of material. It will 
be victory's greatest ,-moving job and 
to complete it will take months 
longer than the year required to bring 
the A.E.F. home from World War 
I.

By Dr. Courtenay 

Address in Chapel , 
Given on May 27 

"What therefore God hath joined 
together, let not man put asunder" 
was the text used by Reverend Wal- 
ter R. 'Courtenay, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church, jn his Bacca- 
laurate address to the preparatory 
school and junior college graduates 
on Sunday morning, May 27. 

Mr. Courtenay discussed different 
types of divorce — that of man and 
woman, science and faith, religion 
and recreation, work and faith, relig- 
ion and education and religion and 
government. 

"Many people divorce the mate- 
rial and the spiritual world ; however, 
there is conflict only between minds 
and ways, not between God's laws 
and truths. There is no conflict be- 
tween what science teaches about the 
earth and what the faithful, know. 
To keep science from destroying the 
jcarth people must have more faith 
and greater belief in God." 

,Mr. Courtenay said that the final 
result of education should be to make 
God reasonable. He also observed 
that democracy, which is the highest 
form of government produced by 
man, would be nearer the divine 
ideal if it became theocracy — ruled 
by God. 

In conclusion the speaker stated 
that only without divorce in all fields 
of life could we hope to build a bet- 
ter, saner, safer world.

She has 
sent post-card views of Alaskan scen- 
ery, and the following letter, which 



read at the last Senior Class meeting: 



Dear Seniors: 

The new ride if so impressive that it 
almost frightens what I I 
of my mind. 

Here I am in my steam-heated room 
in Fairbanks about one hundred and 
twenty miles from the Arctic Circle and 
two hundred feet from the Tanana 
River, which runs through Fairbanks. 
The university is three miles away, and 
I go out by bus to the top of a hill 
where my office overlooks the Tanana 
Valleyv In the distance beyond I can 
see the snow-covered mountains of the 
Alaska Range and the tallest of them 
all, Mt. McKinley. In the library is 
one of Sidney Lawrence's most valuable 
paintings, a view of the other side of 
McKinley. 

The first faculty meeting is not until 
Monday and classes do not begin until 
Wednesday so I can't tell you about 
the university to any extent. Its spe- 
cialty is engineering, quite naturally — 
especially mining engineering. Nor- 
mally the ratio of men to women is six 
or seven to one I Just let me know what 
train to meet. 

The trip is one of the most beautiful 
in the world, and I came up to Seward 
from Seattle by boat so I could have 
several hours to wander around in each 
of the numerous ports. I knew I was 
really back in Alaska when I reached 
Ketchikan and saw die canned milk 
sitting by each sugar bowl. There were 
plenty of totem poles and curio shops, 
but best of all was the sight of die 
village itself nestled in the hills and 
almost hidden by the thick woods. 

Except possibly for fresh milk, every- 
thing is plentiful but expensive. There 
has been no rationing here so the meat, 
butter, shoes, etc., that you could buy 
was limited only by the money in your 
purse. Many of the sourdoughs feel 
very sorry for people who had to live 
outside. 

Now it is about 55° outside, and 
there will be no snow for several weeks, 
but when it comes it will be with us for 
some time since the ice does not break 
on the river until sometime in May.

Laval Executed; 
Mac Arthur Speaks; 

Dock Strikes End 

Pierre Laval was buried in a trai- 
tor's grave October 15, after failing 
to forestall his execution by suicide. 
The former Vichy chief, still reeling 
from a dose of poison, was put to 
death by a twelve-man firing squad 
on the spot where his Nazi colleagues 
slaughtered hundreds of Frenchmen. 

Turning to the Pacific theatre, the 
biggest news in that sector comes 
from Gen. MacArthur, who in his 
speech on October 15 said that the 
Japanese nation was completely de- 
mobilized. MacArthur asserted that 
Japan "no longer reckons as a world 
power, either large or small." The 
dissolution of the once arrogant and 
victorious forces of the empire wa£> / 
accomplished without fanfare and 
right on its schedule, only six weeks 
after the Japanese surrendered in 
Tokyo Bay. It was the end of a long 
and brutal cycle. Henceforth, he said 
Japan's "path in the future, if it is 
to survive, must be confined to the 
ways of peace." MacArthur praised 
the conduct of the occupation troops 
and urged that a unified United 
States Military Command be organ- 
ized. In closing, the general stated 
that, "The great lesson for the fu- 
ture is that the success in the art of 
war depends upon a complete inte- 
gration of the services. We cannot 
win with only backs and ends. And 
no line however strong can go all 
alone. Victory will rest with the 
team." 

Here at home the striking dock 
workers have voted to accept a pro- 
gram outlined by Mayor LaGuardia 
as a basis for settling their factional 
differences, thereby ending the work 
stoppage which has tied up New 
York harbor for two weeks.

For 22 Iceland Red Cross Workers 



Many interesting personalities are 
to be found on the Ward-Belmont 
campus, and one of the most fasci- 
nating is Mrs. Camilla Newerf, of 
the Physical Education Department, 
who spent over a year in Iceland as 
an American Red Cross recreation 
worker. 

Mrs. Newerf arrived in Iceland on 
September 2, 1944, and, 
exception of one month's leave spent 
in England, she remained there until 



September 17, 1945- Stationed in 
Iceland were 20,000 men, and there- 
were only 22 Red Cross girls work- 
ing there. 

The first duty of the Red Cross 
workers was to organize the week's 
program, and then carry it through.

Wage-Price Policy 
Curbs Strike Wave 
In Post-War World 

President Truman moved to curb 
the postwar strike wave by appoint- 
ing a troubleshooter and by stating 
the provisions of the new wage-price 
policy. Mr.' Truman announced at 
a news conference that he had ap- 
pointed Dr. John R. Steelman as 
his special assistant, to be used in 
any capacity he saw fit. Steelman, 
former head of the U. S. Concilia- 
tion Service has been widly regarded 
as one of the most effective peace- 
makers on the labor-industry front. 

Later in the week President Tru- 
man told the world that the United 
States will remain the greatest naval 
and air power to help keep peace 
with justice and to "stop any inter- 
national gangster" who may arise. 
Before New York's cheering multi- 
tudes Mr. Truman described 
America's foreign policy as one of 
"forbearance and firmness." He as- 
serted that: All peoples who are pre- 
pared for self-government should 
have it; America will help defeat 
enemy states to establish democratic 
governments. 

The senate approved by voice vote 
a $5,788,000,000 tax cut bill that 
will eliminate 12,000,000 persons 
from the income tax rolls and pro- 
vide relief for other individuals and 
corporations next year. The measure 
now goes to conference with the 
house for compromise on the senate's 
disagreements.

Jap War Forseen; 
No Choice for U. S. 
Revealed in Probe 

Cordell Hull testified before a 
joint session of the senate-house Pearl 
Harbor inquiry committee that he 
foresaw war with Japan early in 
1 94 1, that by mid-October it was 
"reasonably clear" that negotiations 
would fail, and that he expected a 
surprise attack, but not at Pearl 
Harbor. In the final months pre- 
ceding the assault, the former Secre- 
tary of State told the congressional 
committee there was no indication 
that the great Hawaiian base would 
be the target. Japan's warlords "hell- 
bent" on conquest, delayed for ten 
hours President Roosevelt's last- 
minute peace appeal, and kept secret 
from the Japanese people the Amer- 
ican note they denounced as an 'ulti- 
matum." 

Former Undersecretary of State 
Sumner Welles said that this coun- 
try's only choice in the anxious days 
before Pearl Harbor Was the ultimate 
war in the East or 
cence in Japanese aggression. He 
told the congressional Pearl Harbor 
investigating committee that he had 
concluded by mid-September, 1941, 
that Japan would not give up her 
course of conquest and that war was 

from the administration in 1943 be- 
cause of differences with then Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull, Welles 
strongly defended the diplomatic 
course of action his former boss 
took in pre-Pearl Harbor negotia- 
tions with Japan.

To Chapel Audience 
On Life and Music 

"A Neglected Musical Instru- 
ment" was the subject chosen by Dr. 
Robert C. Provine when he spoke in 
chapel Monday, December 3. 

"Time, *r anything else, never 
completely passes away," said the 
president. "It accumulates in the 
manner of a rolling snowball; like- 
wise, a child is born with a body the 
parts of which are an accumulation 
of characteristics developed over cen- 
tures." 

"We might think," he continued, 
"that our mental traits and our emo- 
tions originate at birth; really, ex- 
periences of hundreds of generations 
of man are stored in the new-born 
mind." 

Dr. Provine elaborated upon some 
emotions which are so universal that 
they have stereotyped themselves on 
the mind of man since the day of 
the cave dwellers. 

"''When we hear music, ghosts of 
the past are stirred within us," he 
observed. "We are musical instru- 
ments capable of reliving all the ex- 
periences of mankind; a musician is 
one who can recall these and show 
them to others.

Proposals Rejected 
6.M. Strike Bound; 
Rebellion Renewed 

The C.I.O. Automobile Workers 
Union accepted a company proposal 
to resume limited operations in the 
strike bound General Motors sys- 
tem for supply of critical parts to 
other car manufacturers. Produc- 
tion will not be resumed until a sur- 
vey is made of requirements of non- 
General Motors automobile makers 
for supplies for the G.M. parts di- 
vision. The surprise proposal sub- 
to the union by C. E. Wilson, 
General Motors president, and its 
approval by Thomas indicated that 
the once-feared curtailment of . 1946 
automobile production outside the 
G. M. system may be averted. How- 
ever, later in the week rebellion 
flared against leadership of the strik- 
ing union once more, posing fresh 
peril for decisive peace efforts in the 
12-day-old shutdown. There was no 
comment from Wilson on the union 
acceptance of his offer, but some ac- 
tion is expected before similar revolt 
is reported from other locals among 
the eight affected by the back-to-work 
proposal.

Goering on Trial; 
Civil War in China 

General George S. Patton, Jr., 
who led his conquering troops from 
Africa to the heart of Germany with- 
out being scratched,, suffered serious 
spinal injuries Monday when a U. S. 
army truck crashed into his car near 
Mannheim on the Rhine. The best 
army doctors in the area rushed to 
his side; they reported that Patton 
was suffering from severe spinal in- 
juries, paralyzing his body, and pos- 
sibly a broken neck Mrs. Patton 
flew from the States to be at her 
husband's side. Neither of the other 
occupants of the car or the driver of 
the truck was injured. 

Rotund Herman Goering, on trial 
for his life before the international 
military tribunal, stated flatly that he 
was still a Nazi and would "again 
support the fuehrer" if he had a 
chance. Through his attorney he 
exclaimed, "I consider myself a true 
paladin of my fuehrer. I was a dis- 
ciple and a follower." Goering pro- 
fessed to be horrified by the atrocity 
films of concentration camps shown 
in the courtroom. He said that he 
had only wanted to "reeducate politi- 
cal recalcitrants and hold them until 
they became imbued with the con- 
cepts of National Socialis 

In China this week ^he civil war 
was still raging, and Cninese leaders 
were trying desperately to reach a 
compromise. Sunday, Chinese dem- 
ocratic leaders appealed^ to the Big 
Three powers to mediate the strug- 
gle. They also said that they objected 
to any foreign troops being stationed 
in China. American marines are in 
North China.
